The Superintending School Committee of Stratham, respectfully 
submit the following report for their official year ending March, 1852: 


DISTRICT No. 1. 


The Summer School in this district was taught by Miss ANN 5S. ) 
Conner of Exeter. Miss Conner taught this School last summer. 
The reputation she then acquired led us to expect a school of the first 
order. In this we were not disappointed. Good progress was made 
in the various branches attended to. Particular attention was paid 
to reading and spelling. It is seldom we listen to better readers than 
we found here. Good order was maintained. 'This School commenced 
May 29, and closed Sept. 12th. Whole number of weeks, 16. Whole 
number of scholars above 4 years of age attending school two weeks, 
64. Average attendance, 50. Number of scholars over 16 years of 
age, 1. Number of scholars under 16 years of age, 63. 

“The Winter School in this district was kept by Henry P. Ger- 
xis of Newburyport. This was Mr. Gerrish’s first attempt at teach- 
ing. He was young and inexperienced. His school was very large 
at commencement, so much go that there was not a suflicient number 
of seats to accommodate the scholars. These things were calculated to 
to make his labors arduous and perplexing. He manifested a go “ 
degree of energy of character, and labored untiringly to overco! 
every obstacle that was calculated to impede the progress of his school. 
At the examination his school appeared quite well. The scholars 
were orderly and industrious. The progress made was commendable 
to both teacher and scholars. This school commenced Dec. 1, 1851, 
and closed March 10, 1852. Whole number of weeks, 13. Whole | 
number of scholars above 4 years of age attending school two weeks, 
65. Average attendance, 51. Number over 16 years of age, 14.

DISTRICT No. 2. ie 

The Summer School in this ict was kept by Miss Mary J. Fou- 
som of Newmarket. Miss F. Siar teacher, and can bring 
a good quantity of certificates of ability to teach and of approval as a 
scadher! Yet this school did not appear to make great proficiency 
under her instruction excepting some of the smaller scholars. Read-. 
ing received too little attention ; instead of being first it held a second- 
ary rank in the order of exercises. Her first class in reading, instead 
of using the text Book with which her scholars were provided, read in 
Ilistory without any particular regard to emphasis, pause or inflection. 
Adopting History as a text book for small scholars to learn to read in,»

was entirely contrary to the instruction of the committee and can 
never receive their approval. No attention was paid to Arithmetic 
at all excepting mental, a class in Colburn’s first lessons acquitted 
themselves well. In Writing the books were kept very neat, and 
good proficiency was made. Order was to a good degree nasil karaieks 
This school commenced June 16, ended Sept. 12. Number of weeks 
13. Whole number of scholars 43. Number under 16 years of age 43. 

Winter School in this district was kept by Rev. Jonn M. Wenpce- 
woop of this town. Mr. W. has taught school in this town for several 
years in succession, consequently his character as a teacher has already 
been sufficiently discussed. He evidently labored for the benefit of 
those placed under his charge, morally and intellectually. Many of 
his scholars were absent at examination, by reason of sickness, con- 
sequently his classes were in a measure broken up. It was evident 
that good progress was made in the various branches taught. Particu- 
lar ayonsion was paid to reading and spelling. This school commenced 
Nov. 17, 1851, and closed F ‘eb. 11, 1852. Number of weeks, 12.

menced May 26th, and closed Aug. 27th. Whole number of weeks

The Summer School in this district was kept by Miss ADALINE A. 
LANE. Miss L. isa competent and experienced teacher, she mani- 
fested a good degree of zeal and a love for the work. The progress 

-made was creditable to the teacher and praiseworthy to the scholars. 
Marked improvement in reading and spelling. That common evil was 
evident here, a want of proper order and discipline. Whispering, if 
not openly allowed, was tolerated with toomuch lenity. This school 
commenced May 19th, and closed Sept. 19th, continuing 16 weeks.— 
Whole number of scholars, 33. Number over 16 yearsof age, 1.— 
Number under 16 years of age, 32. 

Winter School in this district was taught by Capt. Joun J. Scam- 
MON of this town. Mr. S.is an able instructor; he has proved himself 
equal to the task. Those who have visited his school, have no rea- 
son to doubt his ability or success as a teacher. He is ever ready to 
speak and act, and possesses a happy faculty of communicating instruc- 
tion to the minds of his pupils, and to infuse a spirit of emulation in 
every scholar. Great progress was made in all the branches attended 
to. It was interesting to see what knowledge of Geography was gain- 
ed in so short a period of time by his principle of classification. His 
order and discipline were all that could be desired. ‘This school com- 
menced Nov. 17th, 1851, and closed Feb. i6th, 1852, continuing 13 
weeks. Whole number of scholars, 28. Number of scholars under 
16 years of age, 24. Number over 16 years of age, 4. Average at- 
tendance, 22. Number of persons in the district between 4 and 14 not 
attending school anywhere, 12. 

For the most part, we have been satisfied with the selection of teach- 
ers made by the Prudential Committee, and their manifest devotion to. 
their responsible calling. We think, as a whole, our schools have been 
conducted by asa ble, faithful and accomplished instructors as any town 
in the State. Animated with a laudable zeal and a spirit of emula- 

‘tion, they have adopted the most approved methods of instruction and 
discipline. Considering reading and spelling of the first importance, 
we sugested to the teachers the propriety of spending a good propor- 
tion of time on these branches. The majority of them the meu by 
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vigilantly watching and correcting erroneous habits, the ult, as, 
we have good readers in nearly all of our schools. The» practige off 
spelling by writing the words on the slate, was adopted in some ofour 
schools ; this is an admirable plan, many scholars will spell a word cor- © 
rectly, but when they write it, will mistake. Through the eye is the 
easiest way to the brain, let t ‘orm of a word be fixed there, and it 
is more permanently retained. 5 & 
Government has been sustained in the majority of our schools, by in- } 
telligence, judicious conduct and proper discipline, with hardly an in- 
stance of brutal force. But good government and discipline has not | 
characterized them all. Many who undertake to teach are well quali-_ 
fied in all other respects, but in point of government are utterly defi- %\ 
cient. No matter what a teacher's talents or qualifications may be, if 


he cannot maintain good order and discipline, no school can ever at- ‘

tain a high rank under his or her instruction. “ Order ,is heaven’s 
first law,” and certainly it isthe first step to be taken towards a good 
school. Many things may conspire to disturb the order of the school, 
even under the charge of those who are every way well qualified to 
instruct. ‘The teacher may in an unguarded moment act unadvisedly, 
in school or out, which will have a tendency to lessen him in the minds 
of his pupils. Sometimes ignorant and vicious scholars rather govern 
than be governed, so that. submitting to good and wholesome laws in 
the school-room, places them under too much restraint, and they at once 
resort to every possible means to disturb the school. The law pro- 
vides a safe and effectual remedy for these evils. But there is another 
and a frequent cause of disorderly schools, which can be remedied on- 
ly by the district at large. There are some who are willing, if not de- 
termined,to be dissatisfied with teachers. Let their worth and qualifica- 
tions be what they may, they are disposed to let their influence be felt 
against the teacher, consequently the result isdisorder and rebellion in 
the school-room. A disorderly, turbulent school, is a curse to any dis- 
trict, and every man who lifts his hand te break down the authority of 
law and order in the school-room, is an enemy to the best interests of 
his children, and of community at large. 

In the selection of teachers gréat care is requisite. They should 
not only be capable of learning scholars what is found in the books 
used, but the moral training of his pupils lays upon him a responsi- 
bility, than which there is non® greater. Youth makes the man.
